Nixon's Plea

House Chiefs Bid

WASHINGTON (A P) - House 
leaders, blocked in an initial 
effort to rush through a Senate- 
passed bill extending the 10 per 
cent surtax through Dec. 31, are 
hoping to get the measure to the 
White House early next week.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ed­ 
ward M Kennedy, his face red­ 
dened, the skin around his eyes 
puffed, walked b ack into the 
Senate cham b er to reclaim his 
front row desk on the Democrat­ 
ic side of the aisle. 
"Come in, Ted," said Demo­ 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield.! 
"Y ou're right b ack where you 
b elong.” 
With those words. Kennedy 
Thursday slipped quietly b ack 
into the routine of his position 
ar Senate whip, his party’s as­ 
sistant leader. 
He had not b een seen on Capi­ 
tol Hill since a July 18 auto acci­ 
dent in which a young woman 
riding in his car was killed. 
Throughout the day, dozens of 
his colleagues—one after the 
other—reached down to shake 
his hand, drape an arm around 
his shoulder, whisper an encour­ 
aging word in his ear. 
Before hand, on the Senate’s 
white m arb le steps. Kennedy, 
inching his way through clutch­ 
ing newsmen and tourists, had 
answered the question everyone 
had tried to ask: 
"No, he would not under any 
circum stances seek the presi­ 
dency in 19 72 and. yes, his deci­ 
sion was irrevocab le. And yes. 
he was glad to b e b ack. 
Inside the chamb er, past the 
line of Capitol policemen who 
ran 
interference 
for him 
at 
times, Kennedy slouched in his 
chair. For more than an hour, 
at one point, he folded and un­ 
folded and refolded a slip of pa­ 
per. 
Later, after a series of votes 


marking the first time since the 
memb ersnip was increased to 
jOO 
that 
all 
senators 
were 
present for a roll call, he again 
talked b riefly with newsmen. 
Kennedy said he had b een in­ 
dined not to seek fhe presiden- 
t al nomination even b efore the 
accident which killed 28-year- 
d d Mary Jo Kopechne and the 
controversy resulting from his 
failure to teport the incident to 
police 
for 
m ore 
than 
eight 
hours. 
Enough explanations had b een 
made, he said, and he would is­ 
sue no others. 
Through most of the day. Ken­ 
nedy was at Mansfield’s side, 
directing party-line votes on tax 
issues that b rought a significant 
victory to the Senate's Demo­ 
cratic leaders as the Nixon ad­ 
m inistration's b id to extend the 
rurtax 
for 
a 
full 
year was 
turned b ack 
The surtax was extended for 
only six months and a Senate 
aide commented: "It was Ken­ 
nedy's strategy that worked to­ 
day. He wanted to link exten­ 
sion of the surtax to b road tax 
reform and now it looks as 
though that is exactly what will 
happen." 
When the voting was over and 
the deb ate had returned to de­ 
ployment of an antib allistic mis­ 
sile system, Kennedy visited his 
two asnate offices. 
"No, this isn't a b ad day at 
all." a Kennedy secretary re­ 
plied to a question.

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A Round to Capitalism 


Now that the moon race has been decided in 
something less than a photo finish, what are the 
Imolications of the triu mph? 
Word from Moscow is that there is concern 
abou t capitalisms new standing as a resu lt of 
the spectacu lar space v ictory . 
Harry Schwartz, writing for the New York 
Times, recalls that the Ru ssians were so far 
ahead of their American cou nterparts in Octo­ 
ber, 1984, that a Prav da commentator wrote a 
jeering article abou t the Apollo program 
Among other things, the literary effort said 
' “Sorry Apllo’ and “Voskhod has left the god of 
* light (Apollo) three y ears behind ” 
Offsetting this derisiv e attitu de, howev er, was 
'the pu rge of Nikita S. Khru shchev which also 
occu rred in October, 1964. 
* Assu ming leadership. Leonid I. Brezhnev , re­ 
jected the boastfu l policy of his predecessor. He 
;conceded “pleasu re” in Ru ssia’s su periority 


ov er the United States in space bu t added that 
“we Sov iet people do not regard ou r space re- 
■earch as . . some kind of race." 
He declared: “In the great ard seriou s cau sa 
of the ex ploration of space, the spirit of frantic 
gamblers is alien to u s.” 
Despite these protestations, there can be little 
dou bt the Ru ssiaas wanted to be the fir*t to 
walk the lu nar terrain. Hie propaganda v alu e 
of su ch a feat is of immen.se proportions in the 
capitalism-commu nism doctrine stru ggle. 
The United States — while rejoicing ov er the 
moon mission — has been graciou s in accepting 
congratu lations from the world at large — and 
it can well afford to be. 
Whether lasting i n t e r n a t i o n a l progress 
springs from the lu nar landing depends not only 
on the United States bu t also on how well the 
Sov iet Union responds to being No. 2. 


The President Draws a Line 


President Nix on has drawn the line. No more 
concessions, he say s, will be made to the Com­ 
mu nist side at the Paris talks. 
The President thu s pu ts himself and his ad­ 
ministration on record. 
If he y ields, he becomes v u lnerable to a 
.charge of creating a credibility gap and wou ld 
face criticism comparable to that directed at 
his predecessor, Ly ndon Johnson. 
If he stands fast, he will qu ickly dev elop a 
repu tation among the leaders of the world for 
meaning ju st what he say s. 
And the Viet­ 
namese may be forced to reassess their long- 
held belief that they can win their objectiv es in 
Vietnam if they will only stall long enou gh — 
u ntil the United States tires of the war and ca­ 
pitu lates. 
The President, in making his trip to Asia and 


specifically in fly ing into Sou th Vietnam to v isit 
the troops, has done mu ch to show all Ameri­ 
cans that the war in Vietnam is foremost in hia 
mind and concern. 
His on-the scene statemanship in the Asian 
capitals tends to dispel the charges made by 
some that the United States troops are u nappre­ 
ciated, forgotten men fighting a far-away , in­ 
consequ ential war. 
The President, in his carefu l, fact-finding 
way . ts bu ilding confidence that he will, indeed, 
be able to work this cou ntry ou t of the war 
while, at the same time, encou raging the Sou th­ 
east Asian nations to follow a cou rse of action 
that cou ld lead to stable conditions in that part 
of the world. 
At any rate, the President has declared hia 
position We wait now — for dev elopments. 


More Gun Control Proposals 


The National Commission on Cau ses and Pre­ 
v ention of Violence will hav e a hard time sell­ 
ing its proposal to remov e concealable hand­ 
gu ns from American homes. 
Hie Nix on administration already is on re­ 
cord against pending legislation to requ ire reg­ 
istration of firearms. Congress has been relu c­ 
tant to pass any ty pe of gu n control measu res 
and many American citizens are sensitiv e abou t 
laws regu lating firearm possession. 
The commission proposed only persons who 
prov ed a need for a handgu n be licensed for 
possession. All other handgu ns wou ld be tu rned 
In. 
The federal gov ernment regu lations wou ld be 
effectiv e in those states which failed to enact 
their own programs within the nex t fou r y ears. 


The commission, despite an impressiv e arrav 
of statistics showing the harmfu l effects of 
widespread handgu n possession, is ju st wasting 
Its breath 
Opposition to the recommendation will be 
ov erwhelming. 
The only gu n control measu re that wou ld en­ 
gender general su pport at this time is legisla­ 
tion prov iding a mandatory sentence for those 
conv icted of carry ing a concealed firearm. 
Many people wou ld like to see crime nipped 
In the bu d by the nabbing of a potential crimi­ 
nal before he breaks the law. Why wait u ntil a 
crime has been committed? 
Unau thorized possession shou ld be grou nds 
tor a mandatory jail term.

Musings From M ax 
by m artin miller 


Science fiction fans hav e been hav ing a field 
day ev er since the space age started and the 
recent landing on the moon really pu t them in 
orbit. 
Two su ch fans made some weird remarks as 
they watched the moon trip on TV. What chiefly 
concerned them was all the precau tions against 
possible infection of the earth by moon bu gs. 
One of the science fiction bu ffs was ou traged 
when the portable stairs and deck u sed by tha 
astronau ts to get from their helicopter to their 
sealed trailer on the carrier Hornet Were 
spray ed with disinfectant. 
“How do we know the germs they might 
bring back were bad germs? There are good 
germs, y ou know,” said the “sci fi” ex pert. “If 
there is life on the moon it didn’t do that to ou r 
gu y s when they landed there. It doesn’t seem 
fair. 
“Obv iou sly if any life from the moon did 
come back with ou r gu y s it met with a hostile 
env ironment here on earth. Imagine how the 
tu gs back on the moon are reacting if the moon 
bu gs that came here with ou r astronau ts are 
sending back to the moon tiny TV pictu res of 
the landing on earth.” 
The other self-appointed scientist warned, 
“ Don’t get too close to the TV screen. For all 
we know those moon bu gs can be transmitted 
by the TV signal. It wou ld be awfu l if we let 
them infect u s ju st becau se we were watching 
this.” 
So far neither of the science fiction fans has 
dev eloped any adv erse sy mptoms. Tempera­ 
tu res and pu lse rates are normal. 


Fellow who was in Parts on bu siness at the 
time of the moon landing asked me to report 
that as he was leav ing a bu ilding there a 
Frenchman he had nev er seen before said to 
him, “Congratu lations on y ou r American mom 
accomplishment.” 
Ou r friend aaid, MI hav e been going abroad 
tor IS y ears and that was the first time a na­ 


tiv e in a foreign cou ntry ev er spoke to me like 
that. It made me feel good.” 


One of the things that makes me prou d to be 
an American is the frequ ent cooperation of na­ 
tional leaders of opposing political parties, su ch 
as the ex pected report on his trip to Ru ssia by 
former Vice President Hu mphrey to President 
Richard Nix on. Mr. Tru man delegated some 
delicate tasks to Herbert Hoov er, Mr. Johnson 
often consu lted Mr. Eisenhower and there were 
many other similar instances. Feelings can ru n 
high du ring election campaigns bu t afterward 
animosities u su ally are su bmerged in the na­ 
tional interest. 
In many cou ntries, particu larly in Asia, Latin 
America, Afnca and Eastern Eu rope, political 
opponents are ex ecu ted, jailed or ex iled. 


War is so terrible that it is hard to find any ­ 
thing to lau gh abou t in it bu t two v ery fu nny 
war stories are “You ’re Stepping on My Cloak 
and Dagger” and “Don’t Go Near the Water.” 
Both are abou t World War II. 


Back in 1916 in Union Squ are in New York 
City red anarchist speakers frequ ently tried to 
incite attacks by police to gain sy mpathy from 
those listening. Then police officials were cou n­ 
seled to marshal as many policemen as they 
wanted bu t to keep them ou t of sight on back 
streets where they cou ld be su mmoned qu ickly 
if needed, bu t to let the agitators talk. In that 
case it worked. The agitators cou ldn’t agitae 
the listeners to v iolence and the police did not 
hav e to u se v iolence. Wou ld that it wou ld al­ 
way s work. A destru ctiv e mob, of cou rse, is 
something else.

WASHINGTON — In ju st abou t a y ear, Wal­ 
ter Reu ther may need some ready cash—like 
$200 million. 
Since money doesn’t flow like oratory and the 
Interest on the first can’t be 
paid by interest in the second, 
Mr. 
Reu ther is dev eloping 
that “b a n k c r ’s mentality ” 
which he disdains so v ehe­ 
mently , so often, so pu blicly . 
Those close to him report 
he wants tie money in the 
bank as a liqu id reserv e for 
strike relief when he opens 
combat with the Big Three 
car manu factu rers nex t su m­ 
mer Reu ther watchers predict he’ll attack Gen­ 
eral Motors first. GM, hardly enthu siastic, is 
qu ite ready for the long tu rbu lent negotiations. 
Mr. Reu ther’s problems is in the restlessness 
of the plu ralistic membership of the mammoth 
au to u nion he heads. Hie y ou ng—who are or­ 
ganizing an “u nder 30” cau cu s—want bigger 
strike-relief benefits. 


THE BLACK WORKERS—who are schedu ling 
sev eral million cau cu ses in Detroit and Gev e- 
land—want heav ier strike relief benefits. Their 
white brethren, not as v ocal, hav e sent along 
the message—they can’t liv e on strike relief 
checks av eraging $27 weekly . 
So Mr. Reu ther. taking time ou t of more gloo- 
al campaigns, estimates he’ll need at least $200 
million in liis strike-fight fu nd by Au gu st 1970. 
Bu t the test he can hope for at the regu lar 
du es peel-off rate is abou t $100 million to $120 
million. So he mu st find, raise or borrow abau t 
$100 million ju st to be safe if he does strike 
GM 
He’s too wise to stir the restless Into open re­ 
bellion by raising du es so soon after the last 
boost—or by lev y ing a special assessment. He’s 
far too shrewd a propagandist to v isit his local 
banker. He has no friends at Chase-Manhafian 
or In the labor mov ement—ex cept for his new 
blood brothers, the Teamsters.

SO, THE TINY fraternity of middle-aged 
Reu ther watchers, observ ing the perpetu ally 
•motioned au to u nion leader, now predict that 
he will smash precedent. 
If they are right—Walter Reu ther will borrow 
$100 million from the Teamsters. 
Some wag observ ed that the au to workers 
cou ld ask tne Teamsters International Ex ecu ­ 
tiv e Board members to take the money wit of 
petty cash or their salries. Bu t Mr. Reu ther 
won’t ev en need to ask aging President Frank 
Fitzsimmons to pawn the u nion’s lu x u riou s 
twin-engined Jet.

HEARING ALL THIS (at the v ery s?me mo­ 
ment J. Edgar Hoov er's agent arrested a flock 
of Cosa Nostra dons on charges of attempting 
to loot the fu nd), I du g into some of the fu nd's 
docu ments. 
That $100 million wou ld not be a problem at 
all for the fu nd’s tru stees. They ’v e been watch­ 
ing their ex penditu res recently , like sav ing 
money on fidelity insu rance. They ’v e got it cov ­ 
ered for half a million dollars’ loss by theft. 
You mu st concede that’s conserv ativ e liv ing! 
In a few y ears the fu nd will spu rt past tha 
billion-dollar mark.

’ WASHINGTON — Whatev er way one looks at 
It, the ex perience of Sen, Edward M. Kennedy , 
Democrat of Massachu setts, In the au to acci­ 
dent on the night of Ju ly 18 is a continu ing 
tragedy 
The senator, in cou rt at Edgartown, Mass, 
pleaded gu ilty to the charge of hav ing left the 
acene of a fatal accident withou t reporting 
promptly to the police He confesses that, ev en 
thou gh u nder strain and shock, hia failu re to do 
ao was "indefensible.” 
His ex planation on telev ision was an attempt 
to ov ercome the su spicions and Innu endoes 
which followed the piecemeal rev elation of 
•ome of the details of what had occu rred. 
Bu t newsmen had no opportu nity to qu estion 
him afterwards as there wou ld be in a cou rt 
proceeding for a prosecu ting attorney to cross- 
ex amine a defendant who did not plead gu ilty . 


ACTUALLY, THE TRIAL in the “cou rt of 
pu blic opinion” which has been going on since 
Ju ly 18 will last for some time to come. Indeed, 
In a political sense, the fu ll effects may not be 
felt nationally u nless the Massachu setts Senator 
seeks the Democratic presidential nomination 
in the su mmer of 1972. 
If Mr. Kennedy in Nov ember 1970 wins re-el­ 
ection as senator from Massachu setts, it will in­ 
dicate either that the people of his state hav e 
forgiv en him or that a majority do not consider 
the matter an seriou sly as it is being regarded 
in political circles today . 
What mu st be remembered, howev er, is that 
women as well as men do the v oting. In many 
campaigns wherein a candidate has been In­ 
v olv ed in any controv ersy abou t his personal 
life — whether it is a div orce or accu sations of 
a lack of integrity — the su bject has had a 
wide influ ence, particu larly among female v ot­ 
ers. 
Unfortu nately , after Sen 
Kennedy finished 
his TV speech, some of the commentators nn 
two of the national networks u nintentionally left 
an innu endo abou t President Nix on’s record 
that was not fu lly ex plained. 
In try ing to recall any telev ision appearance 
similar to that of Sen. Kennedy , mention was 
made of the “Nix on broadcast” in 1952. bu t no 
details were giv en to the v ast au dience last Fri­ 
day night. 
Inasmu ch as 17 y ears hav e passed, not all of 
the listeners or many who hav e become -v oters 
since that time wou ld recall the Nix on incident. 
The commentators ev idenly didn’t think of the 
wrong impression that might be created by 
their offhand remarks abou t a man who is to­ 
day president of the United States. 
For the Nix on episode had nothing to do with 
. any au to accident or with a woman companion 
and did not inv olv e a death. It concerned 
charges made by political opponents that Mr. 
Nix on, the Repu blican nominee for v ice presi­ 
dent, had pu t to personal u se part of a cam­ 
paign fu nd of $18,000 contribu ted by bu siness­ 
men In prev iou s y ears. 
The controv ersy , howev er, drew cou ntry wide 
attention, and the then Sen. Nix on went on TV 
and radio and fu rnished proof from a repu table 
au diting firm that he had not u sed any of the 
money for personal pu rposes. 
Gen. Elsenhower, who was the Repu blican 
presidential nominee, promptly annou nced that 
he was standing by his v ice-presidential candi­ 
date and had ev ery confidence in his integrity . 
As for the v erdict of the pu blic on the state­ 
ment made on Ju ly 25 on TV by Sen. Kennedy , 
dou btless a large nu mber of sy mpathizers will 
u rge him not to resign his office. 
Many persons, on the other hand, who do not 
accept as satisfactory his story of the circu mst­ 
ances su rrou nding the accident will contend 
that help from the police shou ld hav e been 
sou ght by him immediately . 
One theory is that the girl’s life might some­ 
how hav e been sav ed if persons had been su m­ 
moned from hou ses in the v icinity of the pond 
where the car was su bmerged. Bu t nobody can 
prov e this. 


THE 
DEBATE will continu e Indefinitely 
as to what might hav e been done and whether 
Sen. Kennedy — who say s he div ed in the water 
a nu mber of times to try to rescu e his passen­ 
ger and failed — cou ld hav e gotten aid in time. 
The fact remains that any body driv ing at 
night shou ld be v ery carefu i abou t try ing to 
cross a narrow bridge. Neglect to do so was the 
real tragedy which cost a hu man life. 
This lesson shou ld be implanted deeply in the 
minds of all driv ers of au tomobiles, inclu ding 
those Indiv idu als who are activ e in politics.
